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The American School of Dubai (ASD) is an independent, not-for-profit American community school, providing learning experiences 
designed to promote the maximum potential of its students. The School was founded in 1966 and serves 1,645 students from 58 
countries on a purpose-built campus opened in January 2011. The school year is from late August to early June. The mission of the 
American School of Dubai is to challenge and inspire each student to achieve their dreams and to become a passionate learner prepared 
to adapt and contribute in a rapidly changing world. 

Organization: The School is governed by a self-appointed Board of Trustees. The superintendent is responsible to the Board for the 
overall management and operation of the School. 

Curriculum: A U.S. standards-based curriculum is offered which includes language arts, mathematics, science, social studies, Arabic, 
French, Spanish, physical education, music (including vocal and instrumental), and art. Classroom instruction is in English. The School 
is divided into 3 sections consisting of an elementary school (K-grade 5), middle school (grades 6-8), and high school (grades 9-12). The 
classes are small, with an average class size of 18-20 students, providing for individual attention to each child. The student's school day 
begins at 8:00 am and ends at 3 pm, Sunday through Thursday. The School is accredited by Middle States Association of Colleges and 
Schools. 

Faculty: In the 2013-2014 school year, there are 161 full-time and two part-time faculty members. The leadership team consists of the 
superintendent, high school principal, high school associate principal, middle school principal, middle school associate principal, 
elementary principal, two elementary associate principals, Director of Learning, IT Director, Director of Advancement, chief financial 
officer, human resources coordinator, and Director of Facilities/Operations. In addition, the School benefits from the services of a school 
psychologist, eight counselors, a medical doctor, three nurses, four librarians, an athletic director, an aquatics coordinator, and 52 
instructional assistants. 

Enrollment: At the beginning of the 2013-2014 school year, enrollment was 1,645 (Kl-grade 5: 780; grades 6-8: 363; grades 9-12: 
502). 

Facilities: The School recently expanded from its original 7.75-acre site to a 23-acre site that consists of three main buildings to include 
one hundred classrooms, two 2-storey libraries, two multi-purpose gymnasiums, and a purpose-built 700-seat performing arts theater. 
The buildings provide for band and choir, five art rooms, four science labs, four computer labs, and two cafeterias. The campus includes 
one regulation and two practice baseball diamonds, two outdoor basketball courts, a grassed playing field, six tennis courts, fitness 
center to include an indoor climbing wall, two 25 -meter swimming pools, a well-equipped elementary playground, and covered parking. 

Finances: In the 2013-2014 school year tuition rates are: Kl: $14,360; K2: $15,445; and grades 1-12: $19,050. There is a seat rental fee 
of $3,300 per year for K2-grade 12. The School also charges a refundable deposit of $8,129. These fees are payable in UAE Dirhams.
